A  Supplement  to  an  act. entitled  “  An  act  relative  to 
the  court  of  errors  and  appeaisra  (Revision)  up 
proved  March  twenty  seventh,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  aud  seventy-four. 

1.  Be  lt  enacted  bv  the  Senate  and  General  Assem¬ 

bly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  any  party  to 
any  suit  now  or  hereafter  pending  in  tlie  supreme 
court  or  tn  any  circuit  court  of  this  state,  aggrieved 
by  reason  of  anv  order  heretofore  or  hereafter  made 
by  either  of  said  courts,  upon  argument  of  a  rule 
to  show  cause  why  a  new  trial  of  said  cause  shall  not 
be  had,  being  refused  or  grouted,  may  appeal  from 
the  said  order  to  the  court  of  errors  and  appeals  In 
the  Iasi  re.-ort  In  all  causes.  *  .

A  Further  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  “Ana, 

cerulug. conveyances."  (Revlsloui  approved  March

1.  Be  It  enacted  t»v  the  Senate  and  General  Assem 
bly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  That  whenever  lands 
lie  partly  lu  one  citunty  aud  partly  In  one  or  nior- 
other  counties,  ahd  a  deed  or  conveyance  of  sue 
lands  shall  have  been  recorded  In  one  of  such  emu 
ties,  It  shall  and  may’  be  lawful  to  record  In  any  < 
all  of  the  other  snltf  counties  in  which  such  land*  lie 
as  aforesaid,  a  certified  com  of  the  record  of  such 
deed  over  the  hand  and  official  seal  of  Hie  officer  of 
such  county,  authorized  to  record  deeds,  where  the 
same  Is  recorded,  and  the  record  of  such  certified 
copy  shall  be  made  In  the  same  manner,  ami  shall 
be  valid  and  effectual  In  law  as  If  the  original  deed 
was  then  and  there  recorded  lu  tlie  stead  of  such 
certified  copy;  provided,  that  the  certificate  of  the 
officer  making  such  certified  copy  si, all  be  recorded

That  when  the  laxard 
of  chosen  freeholders  of  any  county  of  this  state  may 
so  determine,  the  fish  wardens  of  this  state  now, 
hereafter  to  be  appointed,  as  provided  for  In  in  S 
km  three  of  a  supplement  to  "An  act  to  regnlffte 
fl*h<*rlr*sM  appro ve<l  Marrh  fifteenth;  one  thorn*. .n<l 
eight  hundred  and  seventy  one,  shall,  in  addition  tc 
the  duties  now  Imposed  upon  them,  be  and  they  art 
hereby  severally  on, powered  and  required,  on  view 
or  information,  tot  enforee  the  game  or  gunning  law  s 
on  the  Sabbath  daty,  eon, iiiouly.  called  Suuday,  within 
their  respi-etlve  counties,  by  arresting  aud  proseout 
lng  the  offender  or  offenders  with  all  the  power  and 
assistance  they  are  now  vested  with  tu  enforcing  the 
fishing  laws;  they  shtfll  make  an  annual  report,  duly 
authenticated,  to  Ihe  lx>ard  of  chosen  freeholders  of 
their  respective  counties,  and  shall  receive  three  dol¬ 
lars  tier  ill  Jin  for  each  day  thev  are  occupied  in  their 
special  servlee  as  game  wardens,  to  be  paid  by  the 
county  treasurer,  on  (be  order  of  the 
freeholdersO  t  enact<f<1  TUac  thu  act  shall  take  effect 
Immediately.

dividends  and  publish  the  same  lu  a  newspaper  pu 
Halted  In  the  cltv  or  township  In  which  such  t»ank  ... 
Institution  Is  located,  which  advertisement  *hall 
state  the  name  of  the  depositor,  his  or  her  place  of 
residence,  If  known,  and  the  amount  of  dividend  or 
dividends  uneialmel,  such  notice  to  be  published  at 
{east  once  a  week  for  four  weeks,  and  the  cost  there¬ 
of  charged  to  the  account  of  unclaimed  dividends. 

2  And  be  It  enacted,  That  this  act  shall  lake  effect 
Immediately.
